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Hams on the Web

while back, Harv, W8DX asked me to give a more in depth 
report on some particular site, so this month's column is 
dedicated to our wonderful, wacky, and hopefully lifetime editor of 
the BULLetin! (A gnat's lifetime ...ed) 
Some of you know about and frequently use the OH2BUA 
webcluster, but for those of you who haven’t seen this site (and for 
you seasoned vets who want to know more about the site), let’s go there and see 
what this truly incredible web site has to offer. 

First off, it’s located at http://www.clinet.fi/~jukka/webcluster.html. 
OH2BUA, Jukka claims that his site has been providing DX-spots and WWV 
information from PacketClusters since the 20th of November, 1995 and has 
been visited an astounding 5,535,211 times!! And he’s not even a Dxer! We 
love him anyway. 

When you first access the page you have a few choices of how and what you 
want displayed. “World desk” is a nice combination of 3 WWV, 15 DX spots, 3 
announcements, and a form for you to announce your own DX spot. It also 
shows a picture of the Sun (with sunspots!!). Every time a new DX spot is 
announced by someone it appears on your screen as it automatically “refreshes 
the source”. It’s an interesting way to see what’s happening World wide. If you 
wish to check on the activity of your favorite Dxpedition or a station you need, 
you can select “25, 250, or 1000 DX-spots” (or announcements or WWV 
reports). This data can help you determine historically when and where he’s 
likely to be on next. 

Need to really get those “band countries” filled in? Well, that’s addressed here 
too as the search can be done by band, almost DC to daylight! 

A new feature that has been added is more specialized listing displays such 
as all the digital modes (including RTTY), islands on the air locator (IOTA), 
QRP (no, not 100 watts, they mean 5 or less!), and satellite. A tip here is to ask 
for a list of 1000 DX-spots (or whatever your choice) and use the “find” 
function of your web browser to search the listing you just got loaded on your 
screen (pull down the “edit” menu of your browser and click on “find” (ctrl-F on 
MSIE 4.0). 

The way I use the WebCluster is to load the last 25 or 250 spots and just 
watch the updates in a smaller window while working on something else on the 
computer or answering e-mail. This is called multitasking. It can’t be done 
on the antique you’re running now! For those of you who think a computer is 
something with a 386 processor and an 80 MB hard drive, the time is NOW to 
upgrade to a 200 MHz (minimum) Pentium computer, 16 Mb of Ram (32 Mb 
minimum soon) with 2 GB (hopefully much more) of storage space. C’mon 
don’t be a cheeseball, buy one. Don’t forget, “ya can’t take it with you”, (the 
money that is). (Like you should save any of it for your miserable kids anyway!) 

And now (saving the best for last!) I want to announce the unveiling of the 
radiodan.com domain of your humble author. It is a work in progress 
(continually into perpetuity). So go visit www.radiodan.com and make my hit 
counter feel good!

drive at the same time. I use a surplus 
‘leg iron key.’” 

“Tt’s no problem for me,” Hortensia 
exclaims, “I love to drive!” 

Hortensia is attractive, energetic, 
artistic and an expert photographer. 
Angel is graying, yet youthful, effi- 
cient and organized. Together, the 
couple is awesome and with Hortensia 
at the wheel and Angel at the key, they 
back down the driveway and depart 
Los Angeles on the trip of a lifetime. 
Amateur Radio has provided friends 
around the 
United States 
and Angel 
keeps in 
touch using

On April 22, 
they arrive in 
San Antonio. 
They take the 
city tour, visit the Alamo and take a 
romantic boat ride along the river 
illuminated by tiny “twinkle lights.” 
There’s no rush to get back into the 
van. 

Just outside of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, Angel works FSIN, his first real 
DX. A nagging, dull pain starts in his 
right knee, he switches the key to the 
other leg. 

Crossing the Florida panhandle, the 
pain in Angel’s leg increases, but he is 
able to put it aside and enjoy his time 
with Gloria and Manuel Lorenzo 
(WA4FNA). By the time they reach 
Miami, Angel’s knee is hot, swollen 
and throbbing. As he looks out the 
window of the Thunderbird Hotel, 
Angel wonders if he will be able to 
complete his dream trip. 

The disappointing news is that 
Angel will not be able to enjoy the 
beach and the ocean. He must rest his 


knee and apply icepacks for five days. 
Reluctantly, they move out of the hotel 
and into sister-in-law Lucia’s Miami 
house. Sitting at the Caravan’s open 
door, leg stretched out, frozen string 
beans balanced on his knee, Angel 
works his old friend, CO2CR. As 
darkness closes, Angel switches to the 
forty meter antenna. He limps to the 
rear of the van, opens the hatch and 
takes the PHF40 resonator out of a 
PVC pipe sleeve, snaps it into the QD- 
2 disconnect. The three resonators are 
neatly stored in the hatchback. “The 
system worked great, no holes in the 
van and I didn’t worry about the 
antenna being exposed at night,” 
Angel comments. 

Six days later, Angel gets the good 
news. The trip will continue. The 
doctor advises shorter stints of driv- 
ing, more frequent breaks to stretch 
and walk. “Good advice for anybody,” 
says Angel. 

In Birmingham, Alabama, they visit 
the Civil Rights Institute and are 
moved by the displays. Angel is 
working more Europeans. He tapes 
his keyer to a clipboard and pumps out 
some contest-style QSO’s. 

“Tl tell you how much I enjoy 
driving,” Hortensia enthused, “When 
we got to Lexington, Kentucky, I 
drove all around the countryside. The 
white fences, horses, grassy hills — it 
was so beautiful. I’d roll down the 
window and smell the freshly cut grass 
while Angel enjoyed his radio.” 

The Amaros visit their daughter 
Lucy in Louisville. Stopping at a drug 
store to get a prescription for Angel’s 
knee, they hear a familiar sound on the 
store’s music system. Hortensia looks 
around to see if anyone notices. She 
takes Lucy’s arm and heads outside 
where they see Angel’s wrist moving 
in concert with the sound on the PA. 
“It was the only interference we 
experienced,” Angel laughs. 

Angel does something he always 
wanted to do. He goes to the Dayton 
Hamvention. By now, the pain has 
abated, and Angel walks the aisles of 
displays, checking out all the new 
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equipment. 

The Amaros play 
“tag,” touching Lake 
Erie at Toledo and 
then return to 
Louisville to visit 
Lucy. Then they 
continue to Trevose, 
Pennsylvania, 
through Amish 
country where 
Hortensia follows a 
black horse-and- 
buggy as Angel 
works Finland, 
OHSLR.

South Wellfleet, Massachusetts is 
the site of Marconi’s Trans-Atlantic 
station. “Marconi made history by 
sending a message to King Edward 
VII, signed by the President of the 
United States, ‘Theodoro’ Roosevelt, 
the first message sent across the 
Atlantic,” Angel recounts (in his own 
words.) 

All that is left of the station is a 
concrete guy anchor or two. Angel 
works W1CW from the site, as well 
as IT9UCS, one of Marconi’s coun- 
trymen. 

On June 23, they leave Boston 
heading West, across New York and 
Ohio to Chicago. At the top of the 
Sears Tower, Angel swallows to clear 
his ears, looks down at the tiny 
sailboats on Lake Michigan and 
wishes he had his TS-50. The local 
accommodations provide underground 
parking, not conducive to mobile 
DX’ ing. 

Stopping at LaCrosse, Wisconsin,

Angel works Z31FK and several U.S. 
friends who are eager to hear news of 
his travels. In the Shadow of Mount 
Rushmore, he describes the vista as 
“Theodoro” Roosevelt looks on. 

Across the open plains of Wyoming, 
Hortensia keeps a cautious eye out for 
wandering buffalos. For a moment, 
Angel unstraps the key and enjoys the 
Utah scenery. Blazing Las Vegas 
lights are no competition for the joy 
he feels as he exchanges a few 
musical words with other hams. 

The next day, the circle is closed. 
The Amaros have traveled 13,500 
miles. In 74 days, Angel made 244 
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QSO’s. 

Though their memories differ in 
focus, they take pleasure in each 
other’s personal delight, browsing 
through the albums of photographs, 
reading the notes on the QSL cards. 
This sharing marks a bond, a close- 
ness that has endured for fifty years. 

The golden Caravan stands poised 
in the driveway, Hortensia studies her 
maps as Angel polishes the antenna 
rods. He watches her through the 
window, a smile growing on his face. 
Squinting toward the sun, he says: 
“Can’t wait for the next one. Mr. Sun 
is going to give us some great DX!” 


Editor’s Report 
The Lost Art 


Ww: live in a less 
than ideal 
world. It is because of 
the advance of communications tech- 
nology: Radio, telephone, satellite, fi- 
ber optics, etc. We could be free of 
answering machines, pagers, e-mail. 
We could be regularly conversing 
with other civilizations and worlds. 
We should have been able to do this 
right now, today. Ahhh, what we’ve 
missed. 

As the Eighteenth Century drew to a 
close, the British were fighting a war 
in Afghanistan. In those times, com- 
munications consisted of signal flags, 
fires and messengers. When the Brit- 
ish made battle plans, natives at dis- 
tant outposts knew about them imme- 
diately. “Had we sent out our swiftest 
messengers, we would have been 
much too late,” said Lt. C. J. Forbes, 
“we scoured the hilltops for signs of 
fires or flags. We even bribed them 
with great sums of money. Nothing 
would pry the secret from them. 
They seem to look upon it as a reli- 
gious possession.” 

Roger DuPuis was an official in the 
Dutch East Indies in the early nine- 


teenth century. ““When there was a 
shipwreck, or a murder on a distant is- 
land, the natives knew of it immedi- 
ately,” Dupuis recounted, “months 
later, a ship would arrive, the travelers 
breathless with the news, but we al- 
ready knew.” 

“Even though I lived for several 
years on those islands in an official ca- 
pacity, I was never able to induce them 
to divulge their methods.” 

The Egyptians were even more 
openly clairvoyant. “The day that En- 
gland lost General Gordon at 
Khartoum, people in the streets and ba- 
zaars of Cairo knew of his death,” said 
Clifton Archibald I, Royal Historian. 

As the Age Of Invention opened, 
great minds began to investigate this 
simple power of mind-communication. 
Then came the telephone, the tele- 
graph, radio. The investigation was 
abandoned. In our rush to open the 
floodgates of commerce, to leap into 
patent wars and litigation and to enrich 
the Westinghouses and Morgans, we 
turned away from a new Age Of En- 
lightenment. 

If every individual could cross the 
borders of war, space and misunder- 
standing, would they not all be able to 
coexist as if they could meet and talk at 
will?
